PUBLIC STATEMENTS REFUTED 


If Petition la Good It WHI Ile Taken 
Care of—lf Bad It Will Be 
Blue Penciled. 


To the People of Oklahoma: 
{Among the newspapers and puddle 
speaker® of the State I have noticed 
such a variety of expression on the 
subject of the referendum of the 
Taylor election law, that I de«m it 
\ :W duty to state the facts and pro­ 
cedure as appears 
by the record, 
and by the law as construed by the 
Attorney General of our state, in so 
far as the Attorney General’s opinion 
has been needed as a guidance up to 
date, 
The pubfic has no doubt recogniz- 
, Od from the variety of expressions 
that some must be wrong, if others 
directly contrary are right. 
There are principles of law and 
government in our state that ever> 
honest man must concede: 
First: 
The legislature had a right 
to pass' such laws as in its wisdom 
seemed proper. 
Second: 
The people of the state 
have a right to proceed according to 
the initiative and referendum to have 
their expression of approval or dis­ 
approval accordingly. 
Third: 
The procedure for the ref­ 
erendum of the Taylor election law 
m ust Ije according to the provisions 
of the referendum, and just as anv 
citizen has a right to sign a referen- 
Aduan petition, so has any other citi­ 
zen the right to test the legality of 
such referendum petition. 
First, 
et. us detail the conditions 
as presented 
'by 
the 
petitioners, 
which are: 
The legislature having 
adjourn:*.I 
March 12, the last day fur 
ming 
i 
referendum petition was June loth. 
Mr. Joseph H. Norrie an ' o h 
. act­ 
in g as a committee far tile referen­ 
dum petitioners, tiled a large num ­ 
ber of portions of a petition, the 
last portion being filed on the last 
day, to-wit: June 10th. 
'Under the law of the state, am 
one or more legal voters are e n v ­ 
ied within five days thereafter to 
file written objections to the refer­ 
endum petitions, and within said five 
days 
written objections were filed, 
A oflyjecting to the referendum petition 
for several reasons, stated in said 
exceptions. 
It then become the duty of the 
crelary of State to fix a time for 
. ie hearing of said exceptions, and 
on such 
hearing, if the secretary 
of state finds that the referendum 


of state finds the referendum petition 
properly signed, and valid as to form, 
he will overrule the exceptions a n i 
sustain the referendum petitions, in 
which event those who filed the ex­ 
ceptions may appeal to the supreme 
court for final determination; but in 
either event, these wise provisions of 
the law are for the purpose of sei­ 
ning the question of the validity of 
a referendum petition liefore great 
expense of holding the election is 
incurred 
by the taxpayers of the 
state. 
We have only to recall the first 
experience of Oklahoma on a refer­ 
endum \ote, in or<ler to show the 
wisdom of our present referendum 
law in providing for a final decision 
of our supreme court before the ex­ 
pense of holding an election is in­ 
curred, as it will be recalled that 
last 
year 
the 
legislature 
referred 
certain provisions of the state dis­ 
pensary law for a referendum vote 
of the people. The vote was had at 
the November election last year, con­ 
siderable expense being incurred, and 
after the vote was taken the su­ 
preme court decided th at the pro­ 
ceedings were not in accordance with 
the referendum law, and therefore 
were invalid and the election was 
void. 
Any intelligent people are presum­ 
ed to profit 
by 
experience, 
and 
therefore, the provisions for testing 
the legality of the 
referendum 
j»e- 
titions in the supreme court before 
incurring the expense of holding the 


| election, and I am quite sure that 
Mf. Norris himself, as well as all of 
his committee, would prefer to have 
! the legality of their petitions pass­ 
ed upon by the supreme court before 
any election would be held thereon. 
'lf their petitions are sufficient, le­ 
gal in form, and properly signed by 
a sufficient number 
of 
petitioners, 
they are entitled to a vote of the 
people. 
If they are not legal 
iii 
form, they certainly want to have 
that question determined and cor­ 
rect their error before the people 
have 
been 
burdened with 
the ex­ 
pense of a campaign and election. 
In this connection they may say 
that there is not. sufficient time to 
correct 
their 
referendum 
petitions. 
That Is true, but in the wisdom or 
the Oklahoma constitution, they have 
not lost their rights, even lf they 
should lie found to have been care­ 
less in the preparation of their ref­ 
erendum petition. It wa« their own 
fault that they waited until the last 
day to complete their filing, and 
again having waited until the las: 
dav 
for filing the referendum peti­ 
tion, if by their own carelessness it 
is in Lad form, then they still have 
the right to petition for the repeal 
of an initiative petition, so that if 
they have been careless in the first 
instance, the constitution of Okla­ 
homa still gives them a rig ): to cor­ 
rect their own carelessness. 
The governor has no duty to per­ 
form in connection with thrs- peti­ 
tions, except to be present a- « wit- 
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sustain them. On the other hand if 
th^ge petitions are insufficient, the 
secretary of state and the supreme 
court will no doubt point out the 
defects just as the supreme court 
did in the referendum on the dis­ 
pensary 
law 
last 
year, 
and 
thus 
settle the question one way or the 
other. 
lf they find the petitions to be i 
good, the governor will refer them 
to the people for a vote. 
If they 
find the petitions to be bad, Mr. j 
Norris’ committee will have an op 
portunity to correct their work My 
filing 
such 
new 
petitions 
as 
th? 
law provides. 
Recalling the act that some of i 
oui Oklahoma citizens considered the 
initiative and referendum as a freak ‘ 
law, it would not be surprising If 
they had overlooked its real merits, 
and legal requirements.

He was in the Paris jail under life 
sentence to the Federal penitentiary, 
when he broke jail, at which time he 
had Just perfected his appeal before 
the IT. j-}. Supreme court. 
If he is caught, he will lie taken 
immediately to the penitentiary since 
the crime of breaking jail operates to 
dismiss any appeal. . 
There was much surprise occasion-* 
od am ong-the ioca! officers when it 
became known that he had made a j 
successful escape from one of the I 
best jails in Texas and old and ex-1 
perienced officers.

Will (Hendricks, though he doesn't 
look much of the mild and tractable 
Indian had been made a turnkey o r ! 
trusty at the jail and was allowed to j 
occupy the jail runaround.

this session. It was made apparent to 
him that the amendment could not 
pass the senate without the elimina­ 
tion of the feature w’hieh sought t i 
give the federal governments power to 
inquire into and give publicity to the* 
financial affairs of the big corj»or- 
ations. 
In order to put this amend­ 
ment through the senate at this time 
President Taft decided that imjKirtanf 
point, with the result tha*i the corpor­ 
ation |ax amendment fixed up at the 
White House last night, is not the 
p r o t e a I recommended by 
President 
Taft in his special message sent to 
Congress a week ago today. Iii that 
message Mr. Taft said that a merit

While the president referred to this 
almost casually, as “another m erit” of 
a corporation tax. it was thoroughly 
understood that 
it was one of the 
basis reasons w'hich induced him to 
father the proposal.

Taft made iu striking out the pub­ 
licity 
feature of the proposed cor­ 
poration tax will insure the passage 
o 4 that amendment in the senate next 
week. instead of the government, un­ 
der the new form of the proposed tax 
ascertaining by inspection of books 
the amount of net earnings on which 
the tax is to be levied, the govern­ 
ment will take the figures of the 
.sworn reports of these corporal ion s 
and
